St. Petersburg, Sept. 16.—The for- 
eign office today published a plan for 


the reorganization of ths branches of

AN AGED DRIVER. 


Charles ‘Taylor, 102 years pld, and 
the oldest active horseman in the world, 
will drive an exhibition mile on the new 
track during the State fair, White River 
Junction, October 1, 2 and 3. 

Mr. Taylor was born in Canada West, 
P. W., December 28, 1805, He became 
a horse jockey at eleven years, and’ before 
he was eighteen began his career as a 
professional driver. In those early days 
tracks were unknown and the races, 
which were run in saddle, took place on 
the highways. 

During an active career of eighty-nine 
years this remarkable man has driven 
over 1,700 races, and he has won first 
money in over 70 per cent, of them. 

When not following the fairs and races 
Mr. Taylor lives on the Charles Ballard 
farm in White River Junction, where he 
has made his home for about fifty 
years, 

At the age of twenty-seven Mr. Taylor 
enlisted in the celebrated Papineau war 
as a British volunteer. He served in 
that struggle in 1832-33. For a period 
of four years before the outbreak of 
the Civil War he drove in almost all 
the Southern States, but the rebellion 
put an end to horse racing there for 
the time being, and he returned north. 

Mr. Taylor has frequently appeared 
on Eastern Townships tracks, “‘actory 
Boy” being one of his famous horses.

HOW CANADA 


IS GOVERNED 


Subject of Address by Deputy Minis- 


ter of Education to Grace Church 
E pworth League. 


Mr, D. 8. MacKenzie, deputy min- 
ister of education, addressed an open 
session of the Epworth league — of 
Grace church last evening on the sub- 
ject, “How Canada ia Governed.” 
There was a good attendance, consid- 
ering the weather, and the address 
was both instructive and entertaining, 

The speaker outlined the legislative 
and executive system of the Domin- 
ion and of the provinces, both ‘pat- 
terned after the governmental ma. 
chinery of the mother land, and drew 
a very interesting coniparison between 
the Federal system of Canada and 
that of Australia. In Canada the pro- 
vinees are giveti charge of certain 
pecific matters and the residuum of 
power With the Dominion gov 
ernment; in Australia the several 
states are supreme and control all 
matters not specifically relegated to 
the Federal government. In Australia 
an interesting mean of preventing 
1 deadlock between the senate and 
the house of representatives has been 
adopted. The senate is elective and 
should the upper house twice reject a 
measure enacted by the representa- 
tives the governor general may dis- 
solve both houses An election is 
then held, after which the members 
Wf both houses meet in joint session 
ind vote on the disputed measure, the 
najority deciding its fate finally
